"How to Teach Beginners Multiplica- 
tion and Division'' was taken up by Mr. 
Swift, who would use the objective 
method. He took issue with authors of 
arithmetics, and declared that there is no 
such thing as an abstract number. This 
brought on a vigosous discussion, partici- 
pated in by Messrs. Willis. Chandler, 
Thomas and Rowland. 

"How to Teach Fractions." Professor 
Willis, in a short s peach, gave his method 
of presenting this subject to beginuers. 
giving some excellent advice to teachers. 
Mr. Kane, Principal of the Lewisburg 
School, next discussed the subject of 
fractions. He would use an applo or 
other object capable of being divided, 
and by means of this teach halves, fourths, 
eighths. &c. Remarks by Mr. Thomas 
and Professor Willis. 

"Compound Numbers" received the at- 
tention of Professor Willis. Method in 
work was urged upon the teachers. Let 
every step be given clearlv- and methodi- 
cally. 

Miss Evans told how she made arith- 
metic interesting to her pupils. The way 
to make the work interesting to pupils is 
first to be interested yourself. Always 
know just what you are going to do, and 
see that the closest attention is given by 
the class. 

Miss Thornton gave a very interesting 
talk on the subject of "Solutions." She 
would have no conglomeration of figures 
indicating simply the fundamental pro- 
cesses, but would have a complete analy- 
sis of the problem by every member of 
the class.

"The work of tariff reform," contin- 
ued Mr. Wilson impressively, "will be 
continued by easy .gradations and by 
special reductions from time to time 
until we have acoomplished our pur- 
pose. This work will be performed, 
however. In suoh a manner as neither 
to disturb the business conditions of 
the country nor to affect either the 
employer or the employe.

FRENCH TROOPS, 

Stationed at Timbuctoo, Literal- 
ly Cut to Pieces 

After Three Days' Fighting With the 
Tauregs and Others. 



The Brave White Soldier., Being Outnnm- 
liered. Were Overpowered and Annihil- 
ated- Severn! French Officer* Killed 

Paths, Aug. 29 — Most startling news 
has reached here from Senegal, West 
Africa. According to a report received 
at St. Louis, the French garrison at 
Timbm t.H.. after three days' desperate 
fighting with the Tauregs and other 
hostile tribes which have been invest- 
ing that city for a long time past, made 
The beleaguering

This news lias caused consternation 
in many circles, as it is the second seri- 
ous disaster the French have met with 
in the vicinity of Timbuctoo since that 
important Soudanese town was occu- 
pied by them early in the present year. 

A French column, commanded by 
Col Banattr, arrived at Timbuctoo on 
Jan nary 10 and two days later a de- 
tachment of troops with Col. Mannier 
ut its head, accompanied by Command- 
ant Hugueny and the entire stuff, 
started out on a reconnoltering expedi- 
tion, leaving Capt. Phillippe, as senior 
captain, in charge of the post at Tim- 
buctoo. This French detachment, in 
some manner never fully explained to 
the public, was surprised asleep in camp 
at DottgoitWO hours' march from Ooun- 
daro and three days' march from 
Timbuctoo. The Arabs, chiefly Tau- 
regs, mounted and on foot, and armed 
with lances and knives, entered the 
French camp by several sides during 
the dark and the hours of early morn- 
ing, and overturnd the stacked arms in 
front of the sharp-shooters who. when 
aroused, were unable to seize their 
rifles in time to defend themselves 
successfully. The Arabs massacred 
nearly the entire detachment, consist- 
ing of the Fifth and Eleventh compan- 
ies of Soudanese sharpshooters.. 

A French officer, Capt. Nigotta. 
though wounded in the head, succeed- 
ed in escaping to a platoon of soldiers 
left some yards behind the main camp 
to guard some captured flocks.

For the defense of Timbuctoo Capt. 
Phillippe had 300 rifles and six can- 
non, but this was a very small force 
with which to hold a town of about 
12,000 population, situated amid hot. 
moving sands on the edge of a morass 
and having a walled inclosure about 
three miles in circumference. 

Hut a column, commanded by Col. 
Joffre, was on its way to reinforce the 
French at Timbuetoo, and, having sent 
messenger* to the colonel and com- 
municated with the commander of the 
French flotilla on the Niger river, the 
captain made the best disposal possible 
of his small force, and with the co-op- 
eration of the populace succeeded in 
holding out until the Joffre columnar- 
rived. This column was composed of 
a company and a half of sharpshoot- 
ers, a squadron of spahis (splendid 
African cavalry,) thirty auxiliary 
spahis and two guns; it also included 
the horses, mules, drivers, etc., of the 
first column. It followed the land 
route by San Sanding, Moninpe. Nam- 
pala, Leere, Soumpe and Coundum. 
and met with serious opposition during 
Its advance. On January 20 a com- 
pany of sharpshooters marched on Ma- 
founke supported by cavalry and ar- 
tillery. They were confronted by two 
kilometres of a swamp which sur- 
rounded the village, in front of which 
400 warriors were drawn up in battle 
array. The warriors charged the 
French force. The latter In less than 
fifteen minutes killed over 100 of the 
African warriors. The others took 
flight and the village wies captured 
without aay loss on the part of the 
Joffre column. Several such engage- 
ments took place, cannon and cavalry 
being repeatedly called into use. but 
on February I the advance flotilla ar- 
rived at Ooundam and met the ad- 
vance guard of the Joffre column, and 
on February 12 the latter reached Tim-
